Wild  flowers  that  grow  from  tubers  or  bulbs  should 
preferably  be  planted  in  the  Autumn.  Invariably  they 
start  their  growth  as  soon  as  the  frost  leaves  the  ground 
in  the  Spring  and  cannot  at  that  time  be  moved  without 
causing  some  setback.  The  following  list  I  am  therefore 
recommending  for  Fall  planting.  It  also  includes  some 
so-called  “old-fashioned”  hardy  perennials  of  merit. 
If  there  are  other  varieties  of  wild  flowers  which  you  would  like  to  plant  this 
Autumn  I  would  suggest  that  you  consult  my  general  catalog.

FERNS 


Ferns  can  be  successfully  planted  in 
the  Autumn,  if  planted  early  they  have 
an  opportunity  to  become  well  estab¬ 
lished  before  freezing  weather,  putting 
them  in  fine  condition  to  start  growing 
as  soon  as  the  season  opens  in  the 
Spring.  It  is  always  advisable  to  give 
a  light  mulch  of  leaves  when  the}'  are 
planted  in  the  Fall,  yet  care  should  be 
exercised  not  to  smother  the  roots, 
which  oftentimes  causes  the  new  crowns 
to  rot  during  the  Winter,  nor  should  the 
mulch  be  applied  before  the  ground 
becomes  frozen.
